Brunete region, 15 miles from Mae 
drid, near the Guadarrama River. 
The communique said Franco’s 
men had captured a large amount 
of war materials from a defeated 
section of the Government army 
which for more than two weeks has 
been trying to surround the insur- 


gents camped on the western edge 
of the capital. 

Government troops still held con- 
trol of Brunete, at the bottom of 
the 100 square-mile pocket made in 
positions, the 


ever, fall of the strategic town was 
imminent. 

Insurgents declared that as a re- 
sult of “recent victories” Govern- 
ment troops able te take part in 
the fighting were reduced by 15,000 
to 40,000. 

Earlier insurgent versions of the 
battle said Franco’s infantrymen 
entered Brunete last night after a 
half hour of house-to-house combat 
and forced the Government soldiers 
back to a cemetery. There, as dark- 
ness fell, hastily-emplaced machine 
guns stopped the insurgent rush. 

The cemetery, on a prominence at 
the outskirts of Brunete, gave the 
Government troops a naturally 
strong position, enabling them to 
retain command of part of the 
town, 

The provincial capital, Caceres, 
deep within insurgent territory in 
Southwestern Spain, was reported 
by Franco’s headquarters to have 
been bombed. Several lives were 
lost. 

Franco warned the Madrid-Va- 

lencia Government that attacks on 
towns behind the front lines would 
bring prompt reprisals. 
‘One of the insurgent bases of 
Franco’s Aragon lines, Huesca, a 
provincial capital about 150 miles 
west of Barcelona, was said ir un- 
confirmed advices to have fallen 
to a Catalan drive. After the re- 
ports began to circulate insurgent 
authorities closed their side of the 
French frontier and official infor- 
mation on the Huesca situation was 
not forthcoming. 


Insurgents Resume Attacks in 
Brunete Region.

MADRID, July 24.—Insurgents 
began new attacks west of Madrid 
today. In mid-morning insurgent 
artillery laid down a heavy barrage 
south of Brunete. After an hour 
of shelling infantrymen and tanks 
rushed from their positions to at- 
tack. Throughout the morning and 
early afternoon the attacks con- 
tinued, apparently with heavy 
losses for the insurgents. 

It was the second insurgent at- 
tempt to capture Brunete, which 
last Sunday was the scene of the 
heaviest fighting in the war thus 
far.

TOSSING $60,000,000 TO THE FARMERS. 
Mr. Roosevelt's effort to save approximately $60,- 


600,000 for the taxpayers was brushed aside Thurs- 
day by the Senate, which voted to override his veto of 


a bill to extend “emergency” interest rates on farm 
loans. The House had already taken similar action. 
5o now farmers who owe two billion dollars to the 
Federal Land Banks will enjoy for another year an 
interest rate of 3% per cent, extended to them during 
the depth of the depression. Next year, the rate will 


be 4 per cent instead of the 61% per cent called for in 


the original contracts. The bill reduced from 5 per 
cent to 4 the interest rate on Land Bank Commis- 
sioner loans, largely secured by second mortgages. 

Mr. Roosevelt's veto message was thoroughly sound. 
He said in part: 

I believe that there is no justification for con- 
tinued Government subsidy of Federal Land 
Bank interest rates below the unprecedentedly 
low rates these banks are now offering farmer- 
borrowers on a business basis. 

Furthermore, the ability of farmers to pay 
interest at the rates provided for in their mort- 
gages with Federal Land Banks has been very 
substantially improved, due to an increase of 
more than 100 per cent in the level of farm prices 
since the emergency period of 1932-33. 

Only 19 Senators voted to uphold the President. as 
against 71 who presented a gift to the farmers out 
of the public treasury. The Republican minority 
leader, Senator McNary, whose party loudly cried 
for economy in the last campaign, was among the 71. 
McNary is “not in favor of trying to balance the 
budget with funds from the farmer who has a mort- 


gage on his farm.” Senator Barkley pointed out that, 
if the same kind of favor were granted other Govern- 
'ment debtors, it would cost from $200,000,000 to $300,- 
000,000 a year.

Here do you rate yourself as a social | 


prophet? If you should name what you 

regard as the foremost social problem 
today, in a dozen years from now would that 
problem either be solved or still remain a 
vital issue? 

It is interesting to note how the domi- 
nant problems remain through the decades, 
calling for solution. The real thinkers and 
readers through the years at least recognize 
them and their bold challenge to the best 
in men. 

A decade ago, a group used to meet with 
your publisher to discuss serious questions 
so audaciously that we took the name, 
“World Savers’ Club.” We were challenged 
to mame the paramount problem of that 
period and propose a solution. We wrote, 
seeking advice in choosing the chief prob- 
lem, to a score or more in various fields of 
activity and received replies from world 
leaders which we believe you will find a 
startling evidence of the continuity of vital 
problems. 

What would you name as the No. 1 prob- 
lem today? Here is what they said in 1924: 

Nicholas Murray Butler: In my judg- 
ment, the most important social problem of 
our time is how to preserve personal, civil 
and political liberty in the face of a move- 
ment which, by the use of conformities, 
compulsions and prohibitions, aims to estab- 
lish law-made conformity and mediocrity 
for all. 

Upton Sinclair: I think the most impor- 
tant problem of our time is the abolition of 
poverty. 


Charles M. Schwab: I am inclined to think 
that most people are not stopping at one 
problem, but are trying to solve one problem 
after another, with a view to making the 
most of their lives and having as good a 
time as possible. That does not answer your 
question, but frankly, I do not know what 
the answer to your question is. 

Samuel Untermyer: I would say, offhand, 
that the most important social problem of 
our time is the just distribution of wealth. 
The workers—the real producers—are not 
getting by any means a fraction of their 
share of the wealth they produce. The bulk 
of it goes to the parasites in industry, 
among which I include bankers, lawyers 
and the middlemen in industry, who could 
be dispensed with under a proper system of 
marketing. 

I do not regard Socialism as a solution of 
the problem. It is a beautiful, iridescent 
dream, utterly unpracticable and unwork- 
able. The just distribution of wealth will 
be accelerated by suppressing monopolies 
and unlawful combinations, by regulating 
and supervising by law the stock and com- 
modity exchanges and by exterminating the 
colossal frauds in the way of stock issues, 
watered stock, etc., under cover of which bil- 
lions of dollars are annually filched from 
the people. 

Charles W. Eliot: To my thinking, the 
most important social problem of our times 
is: Shall alcoholism and -venereal disease, 
acting in combination, as they have been do- 
ing for more than a century past, and aided 
as they now are by birth control and the re- 
jection by some women of motherhood as 
their ‘most desirable occupation, be allowed 


means now available? 

Stuart P. Sherman: In my opinion, the 
most important social problem of our time 
is the clear conception of an objective for 
our civilization. From a clear conception of 
an objective, one might formulate a practi- 
cal and binding working philosophy. With 
a realistic and cogent working philosophy, 
one could go to work at producing a type of 
democratic character. And thus the move- 
ment of disintegration now so observable in 
our society—the movement toward disinte- 
gration and anarchy—might be checked.

Gifford Pinchot: In my opinion, equality 
of opportunity is the big problem of the 
time. 

Edward W. Bok: To my mind, the dom- 
inating problem today for Americans is to 
have the United States Government do its 
part for the achievement and preservation 
of peace in the world. No other question is 
comparable to it. 

Henry Seidel Canby: The most important 
social problem of our time, I think, is to 
prevent what the French call the petit bour- 
geoisie in their new prosperity and influence 
from vulgarizing our whole civilization. You 
understand that I am far from objecting to 
this prosperity. I am merely stating the 
problem. 

William J. Burns: In my opinion, the 
greatest social problem is to prevent a 
further spreading of radical propaganda by 
the Third International of Soviet Russia, 
which has done more harm to this country 
in the past six years than any other evil I 
have ever known. They have spent millions 
of dollars spreading their propaganda in 
shops, factories, schools and _ colleges, 
churches, farms, the army and navy, and, in 
fact, in every activity of this country. 

What is especially important in this coun- 
try is that we eliminate the power of the 
Bolsheviks who have aided and abetted Sovi- 
et Russia. The recent overwhelming elec- 
tion of President Coolidge and the crush- 
ing defeat of La Follette and Wheeler, have 
been a wonderful stride in the process of 
elimination of this evil.

Fired by Donald L. Barnes, new 
president of the Browns, as man- 
ager of the club Wednesday, the 
whole transactions was not fin- 
ished until late yesterday afternoon 
when Hornsby and Barnes signed 
statements, wished one another 
good luck and parted. 

They posed for photographs at 
the last moment and Barnes, shak- 
ing Hornsby’s hand, said: 

“Let’s give him another 
Rog, it may be the last.” 

They did, shook hands and went 
their separate ways, Barnes exuber- 
ant over the settlement of the case 
and the fact that his team had won 
two out of the three games played 
since Hornsby was deposed, Rogers 
to his home, happy over the fact 
that he had made the Browns pay 
something more than the original 
$5000 which they had offered him 
in full settlement of his contract. 
A part of the additional sum he 
received, of course, had to be paid 
to his attorney, Jacob M. Lashly, 
who handled the transaction for 
him.

IN SELECTING FURNITURE, KEEP 
IN MIND THE SIZE ‘OF YOUR

OT many of us live in palaces, 
chateaux or even villas. In fact, 
we generally put up in a plain 
garden variety of house and wish 
we had-another closet or an extra 


bedroom. The rooms are not ba- 
' ronial halls and can't be furnished 


with the same kind of furniture 


at all. 

And yet most of our decorative 
periods date from the days when 
furniture was designed for enor- 
If we take it unadul- 
terated, and add a few heavy over- 
stuffed pieces of early Herbert 
Hoover vintage, we're lucky if 
there’s enough room left to breath 
in. 

The problem of the small home 
owner who sets out to take advan- 
tage of the August furniture sales 
is made easier by the co-operative 
efforts of manufacturers and deal- 
ers who have done much. skilled 
thinking and experimenting to pro- 
vide furniture to suit the scale of 
today’s homes. And so you can 
find plenty of furniture that will 


fit into small quarters wijh gra- 
ciousness and poise. Period furni- 
ture is reproduced in carefully 


scaled down sizes that lose noth- 
ing of their original charm but 


'gain immeasurably in their adapt- 


‘than money, and long for romance ability to the contemporary scene. 


Ahd it has been discovered that 


_upholstered furniture doesn’t have 


to weigh a ton or two to be com- 
fortable—in fact, pieces being 
shown now aren't bulbous at all, 


| but are simply padded enough to 
be easy. 


But the same stores that sell this 
type of furniture also have pieces 
for spacious big homes so it’s up to 
you to choose between the two 
types with keen eye for the furni- 
into your own 
place with dignity. Here are a 
few pointers that may be useful 
to remember: 

SOFAS—Select pieces with sim- 
ply graceful lines and a minimum 
of padding. Tuxedo sofas, Federal 
sofas, some of the Chippendale 
sofas and certain Empire pieces 
are good for small places. If a 
sofa in itself seems too big and 
stuffy for the size of the room, 
consider a comfortable love seat, a 
graceful settee or else one of the 
new come-apart unit sofas that can 
be combined to make sofa, love 
seat or separate chairs. Some 
rooms that can’t stand a full sized 
sofa can take a corner sofa made 
up of these units. If you decide on 
a love seat, choose one that can be 
duplicated later should you go into 
larger quarters, then you can use 
a pair of them gracefully. 

CHAIRS—Here again avoid the 
heavier overstuffed types for small 
rooms. You'll find just as com- 
fortable upholstered models in less 
obtrusive sizes. Don’t forget that 
you still can get rockers and that 
they take up a very small amount 
of space for their placid comfort,

T nests of tables are the thing 

because they tuck themselves 
away so neatly when not in use. 
Drop leaf types of tables come in 
all sizes, from small coffee tables 
to big dining tables, with end tables 
and the like thrown in. The clev- 
erest dining table we know about 
for making itself big enough for 12 
or more is the Danbury which can 
stand between meals against the 
wall and do very nicely for a con- 
sole. It’s a classic type of eight- 
eenth century table but the top is 
specially designed to be enlarged 
automatically. Looks all right for 
a full time dining table, too, in 
beautiful finish that is stainproof. 
A pair of serving tables with draw- 
ers for silver and a pair of knife 
urns on each do graciously in place 
of a buffet because they will not 
only take up less space but will 
give a lighter effect in a small 
room. Don’t forget the combina- 
tion lamps and tables, not to men- 
tion the tiptop tables. 

CABINETS—Have them not too 
heavy looking but as capacious as 
possible so that you can put lots 
in them. A secretary scaled down 
for a modern home is an ideal piece 
of this kind because of all its vari- 
ous utilities. Highboys are hand- 
some and handy. Little chests of 
drawers can be infinitely useful in 
place of night tables or end tables.

ABLES—For octasional use, 


A pair of corner cupboards in din- 
ing room or dinette usually are 
much more graceful looking than a 


big buffet or china cabinet pro- 
truding into the floor space of the 
room.

BEDS—Don’t buy a full canopied 
bed for a small room. 
a canopied effect, use a drapery 
just at the head of the bed. Low 
head and footboards, or no foot- 
board at all, tend to minimize the 
size of a bed. Or an Empire type 
of bed with head and footboards 
of the same height can be placed 
lengthwise against one wall of the 
room rather than out in the floor 

. this will save loads of space 
ant a canopy draped from the wall 
above will make a small room into 
a queen’s chamber. Were sure 
you know all there is to know about 
studio couches and the clever sofa 
beds now on the market. They're 
fine for occasional guests and all 
right if that’s the only bed you 
can give floor space to. But if you 
have a separate bedroom, don't try 
to get along regularly with a day- 
bed or studio couch, for a real bed 
is s0 much more comfortable. 

DRESSERS—This is something 
you can manage without if you 
are short on space. Use a good 
sized chest of drawers, taller than 
the dresser, but with a mirror in 
sight for the man of the house to 
look at himself in. The drawer 
space here can be shared, then you 
can get a dressing table for your- 
self, a very small one to fit in a 


leftover wall space. With a pretty 
skirt it will add decoratively to the 
room without encroaching on the 
area of the room.
